Oscar Benav ides. 
General Rodrig u ez was killed 
by Serg eant M ajor Rizo Patron 
who challeng ed Rodrig u ez’ asser­ 
tions th at he was the chief ex ec­ 
u tiv e 
becau se 
Benav ides 
was 
sailing for Eu rope. One police of­ 
ficer, two patrolm en and a Jap­ 
anese pedestrian were reported 
killed and 36 persons wou nded in 
the brief fig hting th a t followed. 
The attem pted cou p d’etate 
occu rred abou t 2 a. rn. y esterday 
when the g eneral seized 
the 
presidential palace, proclaimed 
himself head of the g ov ernment 
and issu ed manifestoes ex plain­ 
ing his plans for far-reaching 
measu res to replace the Bena­ 
v ides adm inistration. Rodrig u ez 
ordered Captain Ismodes, chief 
of 
the 
m achine- g u n 
section 
qu artered a t the palace, to re­ 
linqu ish the command to a new 
chief. 
Ismodes, pretending to follow 
the orders, telephoned presiden­ 
tial qu arters for troops, locked 
himself in a tower and trained 
m achine-g u ns on the palace en­ 
trance u ntil soldiers arriv ed to 
assu me strateg ic positions abou t 
the palace. 
Rodrig u ez’ death a t the hands 
of Rizo Patron, leader of the first 
troops to arriv e apparently ended 
the mov ement. A few aides and 
retired General Cirilo Orteg a 
were associated with Rodrig u ez, 
a commu niqu e said. 
Rodrig u ez, considered one of 
the president’s 
s t a u n c h e s t 
friends and su pporters, escorted 
Benav ides to Callao 
Satu rday 
when a party of g ov ernment of­ 
ficials boarded a nav al transport 
for a three-day holiday . He em ­ 
braced the president tfnd wished 
him a happy trip. 
The president hu rried back to 
Lima when adv ised of the a t­ 
tem pted cou p, and called a spe­ 
cial cabinet meeting . Premier 
Brig adier General Ernesto Mon­ 
t a g e took w hat were called the 
“most u rg ed’’ precau tions al­ 
thou g h Lima residents, beg in­ 
ning their carniv al season 
in 
su mmer heat, rem ained calm. A 
commu niqu e by M ontag u e said a 
normal situ ation was restored 
and th at “some few insu rg ents 
lost their liv es.”
